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Huron  was  originally  founded  in  1863,  primarily  as  an  Anglican  theological 
seminary,  but  also  as  the  first  institution  of  higher  education  in  London,  Upper 
Canada  West.  When  the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  called  the  Western 
University  of  Western  Ontario,  called  the  Western  University,  was  founded  in 
1878,  Huron  became  strictly  a  theological  college.  We  continue  to  be  a  theo- 
logical college  and  are  proud  of  our  125  years  of  service  to  the  Anglican 
Church. 

The  new  Huron  College  emerged  in  1956  with  the  establishment  of  a  Facul- 
ty of  Arts.  The  existence  of  the  new  Huron  college  Act  in  the  Provincial  legisla- 
ture. In  this  same  year  women  were  admitted  to  Huron  and  the  College  be- 
came co-educational.
